The account* from Greece ilo not materially 


differ SB to statenwnt of facts, but the corre- 
spondent* are wide apart regarding conclu- 
sions. Some aro tending cablegrams to the 
effect that the troubte'la practically. over, and 
that Greece has won a victory over the 
Turks, and In a measure, over "the powers," 
of a remarkable character. Others represent 
tbe trouble a* Increased rather than dTmln- 
labedby the successes of King George In his 
inoremeal to secure possession of Crete and 


-. Ihe dlscomfllnre of the Modems. 


Itniusthea'lmitted by all that the Greeks 


biro won;honors worthy ol their dlatln- 
guiehed early record by the part which they 
hire acted, to far as public honor and justice 
are Involved.-• Crete belongs by right to 
Greece nntl not to Tarkoy, and when the hated 
foreigners inaugurated a system o£ outrages 
and massacres similar to those perpetrated 
in Armenia, the Greeks rote as one man and 
put a stop to tt. .It was a bold nncl daring 
undertaking, especially as the great nations 
of Europe stood by, piotesllng In the most u011. 
posltlfe terms. But King George went slead' 
ily ou, laniled hia troops and made proclama- 
tion of his supremacy. 


All this has had a tendency to Inflame the 


public mind of Europe, and "the powers," 
finding thcmielres Ignored if not Insulted, are 
in a state of mind far from complacency. 
"W«rd comes that thesis gr»at nations which 
act In concert In matters of this kind have of- 
ficially notified King George that he must get 
out, mast withdraw hb' coldlers, and rellu- 
qnlsh all thai has been gained, within forty- 
eight hours, or they will proceed to compel 
inch a proceeding.; Of course Greece cannot 
fight these six great nations all at once, and 
cguld scarcely hope for success against either 
one of them. 


And so It Is agreed on all hands that Euro- 


pean complications are greatly increased rath- 
er than diminished by this latest turn of at- 
Jilis. The Boston Herald of thlsmornlng well 
says: "The sis great powers are 
abun- 


dantly able to control In any way that 
they may .wish the course of events lu 
Europe, 
but their Interests ore by no 


means Identical, and, as we have said, the 
machinery by means of which their will 
Is- made known is so slow and cumber-

bat the library needed anything more than 
such additional room as could be found 
for It In the Capitol Itself; the addition of 
a wing to the Capitol for the purpose was 
urged by some. After It was finally dem-. 
onstrated that a new building must be 
erected, some years were spent In deciding 
upon a location and selecting a plan. 'At 
last, In 1886, the present location having 
been secured, and the old buildings occu- 
pying It pulled down, work was 'commenced 
under the direction of. a commission ap-( 
pointed by Congress. In two years noth-i 
ing more had been done than the laying of 
a portion of the foundations. 
The money 


appropriated waa rapidly disappearing, 
and the work seemed to go .very slowly. 


Congress became dissatisfied, and in 1888 


dissolved the commission and ordered that 
the work proceed .under the direction of 
General Casey, chief ot engineers. United 
State* army. New plans were drawn, 
greatly improved over the old ones, and 
careful estimates made covering the whole 
work. General Casey reported that the 
building would cost 56,000,000, and could 
be built In eight years. The necessary ap- 
propriations were' made, Mr. 
Bernard 


Green, a man of great experience In works 
of this character, was put In as superin- 
tendent of construction, and the work went 
forward quietly until It Is now completed 
within tho estimates, both as to time and 
as to cost—a real triumph, when the, ex- 
tent ot the undertaking and the experi- 
mental character of much of the work are 
taken Into account. And so carefully has 
the expense been guarded throughout that 
It was found possible, as the building ap- 
proached completion, to go more largely 
Into interior decoration than was antici- 
pated in tho original estimates.

collections in the world of works on medi- 
cine and allied subjects. Including public 
health; or that of the State Department, a 
very choice collection, of 60.0M volumes, 
or those of tbe bureau ot education^ the 
geological survey and the Department of 
Agriculture—the latter with it* specialties 
of forestry, entomology, botany; etc. These 
are but a portion of the libraries, each oc- 
cupied with some specialty, • which -are 
growing Into Importance In connection 
with the government pfflce*, all of which 
together, with duplicate* discarded, must 
number not less than 300,000 vojume*,.and 
would perhaps come nearer 600,000 lo 
any reasonable plannlng:for the future of 
our natlowl library, ihcae must-be regard- 
ed as branches of the central' library In 
the new building by the Capitol, and both 
they and It must be managed In mutual 
co-operation, to avoid useless duplication 
and, 
by defining the proper Held of each, 


enable It to attain an excellence within Its 
eel limits that it could not hope for if Its 
field were less distinctly limited. 


Already there Is organized In Washing- 


ton an,association of librarians, which will 
perhaps provide all that Is necessary to se- 
cure this harmonious co-operation and 
correlation among • the Tarlous libraries. 
It \s doubtful whether any scheme for uni- 
fying the government or control of the dif- 
ferent libraries Is either practicable or de- 
sirable. Voluntary federation may pro- 
duce better results.' It I* easy to see that 
the problem of the future direction of.the 
national library is simplified by a consid- 
eration of Its relation to all these special 
libraries. Rightly conducted, it will be 
the central point In .the, system. At its 
counters the reader should find competent 
direction lo the books available anywhere 
In Washington, and advice as to their ac- 
cessibility. Every possible bibliographical 
aid, and every facility through catalogues, 
should be at the disposal of .the Inquirer. 
In Its larger relations to the country in 
general, this library should also show it- 
self hospllable and generous. It should 
come to be the one place to which any In- 
quirer . would naturally go or send In
